Of these cases 1 1 are in Imuses where 
fever has heretofore been reported.

Among tho cases reported to the 
board of health are three from Al- 
giers, opposite New Orleans. These 
make a total of five cases in Algiers. 

In the past week the foci of infection 
have not been largely increased. Dr. 
Metz reports that by Tuesday all the 
houses in tho St. Claude district, where 
the infection was first introduced, will 
be released from quarantine. The fever 
was confined to the single sqoare in 
which it started. The authorities have 
also been snocessf al in wiping one the 
foci of infection of Hospital street and 
of the home for homeless men. 

Church services were held yesterday 
in Ocean Springs for the first time since 
the sickness ther^ was declared to be 
yellow fever. Thiire ava ao cases of the 
prevailing fever under treatment there, 
i^nd the people of Ocean Springs now 
heUeve t^at all further WitV has 
passed.

Dr. Sixta hastened out and found four of 
the seven children in the famil^ and 
the mother dead, a fifth child in a dy- 
ing condition andafUt|i viftlni liof. 
Mr. pivis and his oldest son Wea* away 
early in the morning. Isaving baforethe 
rest of the family breakfasted. When 
the meal waa prtfpaiM all sat down and 
early in th« oonn* of the meiU Mrs, 
Divis made some such remark as' 
-Eat a good breakfast and we'll all go 
together.^ 

An older son's mind was affected by 
the remark to the extent that he did not 
appease his appetite. A daughter, 
younger than tbc^ son, after drinking 
about a half cup of coffee, became sick 
and vomited. The rest of the family 
continued the morning meal, although 
the children made very wry faces and 
said the coffee did not taste good. 
Strychnine had been put into the coffee, 
which soon showed its effects when 
those not prostrated spread the alarm, 
but not soon enongh to ^void the fatal 
effects noted. 

TWO MEN WERE ARR-STED. 

Big Henrard OITc-red For the Murderer of

swering the description of the murder- 
er of Station Agent Penonwood was 
arrested near Apple Creek.

KLONDI KE IN V IRGINIA. 

Dlaoovavjr of Oold in tho Carroll County 
Mouatalni. 

Welch, W. Va., Oct. 4.— Last sniu- 
mer O. L. La Ruo and N. L. McLcod. 
both of thia place, were apending their 
vacation traveling in the moantaina of 
('arroU county, Va. While they were 
riding along on the road they noticed a 
peculiar piece of stone which attracted 
their attention, and which they jiickcd 
upas a souvenir of their trip. <nit of 
mere curiosity they sent tlie rock to the 
Virginia state assayer at Kichmund to 
have it anolrxed. When the assa^ was 
completed (twas fonnd to be isoh in 
gold. 

Upon hearing this the gentlemen went 
to Carroll county and discovered a 
mountain that was rich in the same 
stone. They secured about 60 pounds 
of it and leased the richest and most 
center portion of the territory, which 
coasisteid of 7M aores. They sent some 
of the last rock secured to have it as- 
saved, and the report came that it con- 
tained : "Gold, f 17 to the ton ; silver.

A Koatueky Lawyor's Body Takoa From 
the Bivef at St. l^nla. 

St. Lours, Oct. 4.— Charles B. Wing, 
an attorney from ( ireenville, Ky., lies 
dead on a slab at the morgue. His b<xly 
was taken from the river at the foot of 
Haven street, in South St. Louis. 

Whether his death was (due to acci- 
dent, suicide or murder has not been 
established. AH tiiat is known of the 
circumstances surrounding the case is 
that Wing arrived in St. Louis last 
Wedne.sday morning from his home in 
(ireenville, sec ured and paid for a room 
iit "JO I.") i;pi/eiiia street, whore ho re- 
mained but a few minutes, and was not 
seen again by his landlady until she 
was brought to the morgue last mghtto 
identify his dead biniy. 

When the body was searched at tho 
morgne the first thing taken from the 
inside pocket <jf his ooat was a photo- 
graph case that contained the picture 
of a beautifal woman and a piece of pa- 
per upon which was writtaa the foUMf- 
ing lines : 

"I lova thee sad will leave thee 
never. 

Until my soul leaves life forever." 

There was no signature to this, nor 
w:is anything found on Wing that 
would ull'ord a clew as to the catise of 
his death.

East Lo^ll^ll■ \|)i>w, Mas8..(!ct. 4. — 
Three lives were lost yesterday morning 
by the burninjr of a dwelling house in 
the center of thia place. The homo of 
(jeorge Brownlee caught fire from a 
chimney. Mrs. Rrownlee, her husband 
and two sons, Thomas, aged il, and 
James, aged escaped in their night 
robes, but Mrs. Brownlee and her son 
Thomas were burned in the building, 
their bodies being buried in the ruins. 

Mrs. h'rownlec, losing her head, 
riLshcd back into the house, thinking 
her sons had not come oat. Thomas 
rushed after her to save her, and James 
after Thomas. The mother and elder 
son were overcome, while .Tames got 
out, but was burned so severely that he 
died yestertiay afternoon. Mr. Brown- 
lee himself was badly burned on the 
hands and feet. The bodies 9f the vic- 
tims were recovered. 



Straok a Cinahcr. 

Marietta, O.. Oct. 9.— One of the

Spain Muit Evaeaate the Inland at One* U 
8he Would Profit Dy the TreacDt FooI« 
lofi of the r iihnn* - Intervlawa With 
Loadia^ Cuban* la Tbia Covalrjr oa tho 
Proaoat Situation. 

Nrw YoiiK, Oct. 4— The Herald 
prints a number of interviews with 
leading Cubans here on the situation in 
the island. The Cubana all declare 
that autonomy for the ialands is ont of 
the question, but most of them are in 
favor of paying Spain a reasonable in- 
demnity providing she evacuates the 
island at once. 

T. Estrada Palma, representative of 
the Cuban provisional government, 
said : "To the Cuban patriots it maksa 
little difference whether a Liberal or 
Conservative ministry directs affairs in 
Spain. A change in government in 
Spain does not not alt' r tlie case of tho 
Cubans. They .n ' imw u.nvv. lirinly de. 
termined than ever to push the light 
until the absolute independence of Cuba 
is acknowledged. I believe the Cubans 
are willing to pay a reasonable indem- 
nity to Spain provided she withdraw 
her troops from Cuba before the island 
is completely ruined." 

Enri(iue .1. de Varona said: "I be- 
lieve aut^jnomy would complicate, 
ratlier than solve the Cuban situation. 
Al)S(i!ute iiid' peiidence is the aspiration 
of the iiniiii use majority of the Cuban 
people, t ulia needs a definite political 
reifime. Sjcinish anfonomy would not 
^•ive it to the island I'lie only practi- 
cal soluti(<n of the Cuban problem is ab- 
solute independence." 

Dr. Henry Lincoln de Zayas says : 
"The Cubans are, and have always beeii 
ready to treat with Spain with a view 
to a cession of hostilities, provided the 
first condition be that Si>ain shall ac- 
knowledge ('uba's independence." 

Colonel F. Lopez de V^nrulta, for- 
merly of the United States army, and 
a veteran of the ten years" war in Cuba, 
said : '"I would like to see Cuba freed by 
force of arms. But to avoid farther 
shedding of blotwl of innocent people, I 
would, though painfully, sign and give 
my consent to a compensation to Spain 
for the sake of gett.ng rid of the Span- 
ish " 

E. Trnjillo. editor of El Porvenir, said : 
"Cubans are fighting for absolute inde- 
pendence, and will accept no other so- 
lution." 

Brigadier Eugenio Sanches Agra- 
monte, surgeon general of the Cuban 
army, said: "Cubans ace firmly determ- 
ined to fight until absolute independence 
is accomnlished. But a few miUion 
more or less, provided the sum is rea- 
sonable, will bepaid by them to Spain 
in order to avola a prolongation of the 
straggle." 

Regarding the plan for the purohose 
of Cuba from the Spanish government 
General Emelio Nunes, who for the 
past 10 days has been in consultation 
with the junta leaders in New York, 
said : "I can not see how the plans for 
the freedom of Cuba on the basis of a 
guarantee to Spain by the United States 
of an Indemuity'of #200,1 00,000 in cash 
can be displeasing to an^ of the parties, 
e.xcept that the amoaiit is gi'oatly in ex- 
cess of true values of relics left by Wey- 
ler. The United States could afford to 
book up the proposition, because it 
M'onld nave the revenue of Cuba to 
guarantee reimbursement and would 
gain immediate improvements of its 
trade relations.

The annoal reghtraUon tahes place 

to-morrow, October 5,— being OOBflatd to 
one (lay in Maysville. The places of 
registration will remain open from 6 
o'clock in the morning until 9 o'clock at 
night, giving every one an opportunity 
to enroll his name. 

Every one who desires to vote at the 
ensuing eleotioa or any special election 
during the next year will have to register 
on the day named. 

The ofHcers appointed for the Novem- 
I>er election will serve as oflScers of reg- 
istration. 

The following concerning "who shall 
register" will be of peneral interest: 

Every native-bora male citizen of the 
United States, who has resided in the 
State of Kentucky one year. In the 
county of Mason six months and in the 
precinct in which he expects tn vote 
sixty days prior to the election may reg- 
ister. He need not live there sixty days, 
to register, but if, by election day, he 
w ill have lived there sixty days, and in 
the county six months and in the btate 
one year, he may register and vote. 

Naturalized citizens of the United 
States w ho produce to the officers of reg- 
istration, if demanded, their naturaliza- 
tion papers, and who have the necessary 
qualifications as to residence, may regie- 
ter. 

Section 1,47S determines the residence 
of a voter as follows: "That shall be 
deemed his reeidenee where hia hablta* 
tion is, and to which, when absent, he 
has the intention of returning. 

Tlie place where the family of a mar- 
ried man resides shall generally be con- 
sidered bis residence, unless the family so 
resides for a temporary purpose. If his 
family is permanently in one i)laee and 
he transacts his business in another, the 
former shall be his residence. 

There are special registration days pro- 
vided for persons who may be sick or 
"necessarily" absent from the dty to- 
morrow.

It is the Worxt in This State in Twenty 
Yean— (ireat Damage to Crops. 

LofisviLLK, Kv., Oct. 2.— Tho pwaant 
drougth in Kentucky is the wont in 
twenty years, and great damage baa been 

done to the OlOpa. So great is the scarc- 
ity of water that the L,ouisville and 
Nashville officials are uneasy and fear 
that they will not be able to supply their 
tanks along the road. The damage done 
will reach up into the millions. Weather 
Forecaat Official Burke said to-day : 

"From the regular crop bulletins, I am 
positive that the rainfall out in the State 
for the entire month will be less than 
one Inch, which Is an exceedingly low 
figure. 

"In fact, it is one- third of the usual 
rainfall. Thedronght extends throughout 
t 16 central valley and in all the States 
south of Kentucky. Tennessee is sutier- 
ing, as are a great many of the southern 
States. .The forecast is for a continuance 
of the present conditions. 

"This morning I received the rain re- 
port for the month from Bardstown. 
The fall was .68 of an inch. This condi- 
tion of afTairs exists all over the State. 

In the extreme western part of the 
State milch damage and suffering have 
been caused, several towns and counties 
being threatened with a water famine. I 
Caldwell, Trigg and portions of Christian 
County have been similarly affected, I 
farmers having been compelled to haul 
water for their stock for some time past. I 
All the tobacco growing sections have' 
suffered severely from the prolonged dry 
spell, and in this item alone the loss has ' 
amounted to thousands of dfiUars. I
